4. KAHANEK HAS JUST GIVEN US THE FOLLOWING BRIEF RUN- 
DOWN OF THE MAJOR TOPICS THEY HOPE TO DISCUSS: 

A. THE OVERALL COOPERAOION IN COAL RESEARCH UNDER THE JOINT 
FUND, INCLUDING COAL CONVERSION AND MINING TECHNOLOGY, THE 
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16 NEW PROPOSALS (THEY ARE ESPECIALLY INTERESTED IN HYDROGE- 
NATION OF COAL EXTRACTS), AND THE POSSIBILITY OF OBTAINING 
CERTAIN EQUIPMENT EROM THE US EOR COAL CONVERSION (THEY 
UNDERSTAND THIS MAY BE PRACTICALLY IMPOSSIBLE BUT WOULD LIKE 
TO TALK ABOUT IT); 

B. REVIEW OF NEW METHODS OE COAL GASIFICATION AND LIQUE- 
FACTION, ESPECIALLY NEW PROCESSES OF TEXACO AND KOPPERS; 

C. NEW TECHNOLOGIES OF COMMERCIAL SCALE DEVELOPED BY DORGRACE 
AND EBASSO; 

D. POSSIBILITY OF SOME JOINT VENTURE BETWEEN MOM AND DOE SUCH 
AS TO DEVELOP A PILOT PLANT, PERHAPS IN POLAND, FOR COAL 
LIQUEFACTION (CAPACITY 200 TONS A DAY OF HARD COAL OR LIGNITE) 

OR EOR COAL GASIEICATION (THIS COULD CNVOLVE A US INVESTMENT OF 
DOES 25 MILLION). 

5. KAHANEK ADDED THAT THE POLES MIGHT WISH TO VISIT 
HOMER CITY, PENNSYLVANIA AND/OR A NEW PRO- 
JECT SOMEWHERE IN NORTH DAKOTA THAT THEY HAVE HEARD 
WILL PRODUCE ONE BILLION CUBIC METERS OF 

GAS FROM LIGNITE. 

6. KAHANEK EMPHASIZED THAT THE POLISH SIDE IS OPEN TO 
ANY SUGGESTIONS EROM THE US SIDE. 
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7. COMMENT: WE WILL SEEK FURTHER INFORMATION AND CLAR- 
IFICATION ABOUT THE SUGGESTED TOPICS EARLY 
NEXT WEEK. IN VIEW OF THE ARRANGEMENTS 
(INCLUDING VISAS) NEEDED FOR THE VISIT, WE BELIEVE 
POSTPONEMENT FOR ONE WEEK WOULD BE DESIRABLE.
